I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Mortality  of  your  District  during  the  year  1954.

The  estimated  population  (as  sir lied  by  the  County  Council) 
of  the  oiscrict  is  10,770  as  compared  with  10,790  for  last  year. 
The  preliminary  population  taken  at  the  Census  (1951)  was  10,962.

The  district  extends  over  an  area  of  7,655  acres,  and  is 
situated  on  the  borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height 
ranging  from  about  440  to  1,550  feet  above  sea.  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp,  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and 
woollen  goods,  leather,  iron  turning  and  fcunding,  oil  ana  fat 
refhning  and  dyeing.

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  Listrict  in  1954  was  146,  66  males 
and  76  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  13.6  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  156,  65  males  and  73  females,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  14.7. 

There  were  3  still  births,  1  male  and  2  females,  giving  a  rate 
per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  of  19. 

'The  births  for  the  year  exceeded  the  deaths  by  12,  and  the  birth 
rate  exceeded  the  death  rate  by  1.1.  The  mean  birth  rate  for  the  past 
five  years  exceeded  the  mean  death  rate  by  0.3. 

Tor  1954,  the  birth  rate  was  14.7  and  the  death  rate  13.6  and  the 
averages  for  the  past  five  years  were  -  birth  rate  15.4,  and  death 
rate  15.1. 

from  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  is  .6 
above  the  previous  year-  and  .7  below  the  average,  and  the  death  rate 
.2  above  the  previous  year  and  1.5  below  the  average  for  the  past 
five  years.

Onegoint  worthy  of  comment  is  the  fact  that  1954  was  the  eighth 
year  in  succession  in  whi ch  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in 
Dittleborough.  The  last  occurred  in  April  .1946  and  t  he  last  death  from 
this  disease  occurred  in  December  1945*  Such  a  long  spell  without  the 
occurrence  of  a  case  is  iurther  evidence  01  the  value  of  Diphtheria 
immunisation.  In  order  to  n  „_ntain  ti.is  record,  it  is  essential  that 
parents  should  continue  to  have  their  children  immunised.

The  number  of  tuberculous  persons  in  the  District  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  was  57  -  35  Pulmonary  and  22  non-Pulmonary .  10  Cases 

have  been  notified  for  the  first  time,  all  Pulmonary.  11  Cases  - 
7  Pulmonary  and  4  non-Pulmonary  liave  been  removed  from  the  register, 
leaving  a  total  of  56  at  the  end  of  the  year  -  3S  i  ulmonary  and  18  non- 
iulmonary.  Of  trie  11  cases  removed  from  the  register,  3  have  been 
notified  as  ''recovered1',  7  have  removed  out  of  the  district,  and  1  has 
died. 


The  body  of  the  report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  during  the  year  and  the  report  of  tPie  Sanitary  Inspector  sets  out 
details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district.
